Synth-popsters Passion Pit are the mix- 
tape's pinnacle of evolution. 

Singer and songwriter Michael 
Angelakos originally crafted the Boston- 
area group's debut EP, “Chunk of Change," 
as a Valentine's Day gift for his then-girlfriend. His friend Ian 
Hultquist heard the songs and suggested the project could work 
as a fuU band. 

Cut to one year later: Now a five-piece, Passion Pit's addic- 
tive blend of thumping dance beats, saccharine-sweet synths 
and Angelakos' heartfelt lyrics belted out in his distinctive yowl 
have reaped praise across music blogs and Web sites— with more 
than a few comparisons drawn to MGMT, who were a hit at last 
year's Lolla. 

Passion Pit has flitted between the worlds of major festivals 
and small clubs. Getting into their small shows is not easy (The 
group's sold-out June 14 gig at the Empty Bottle commanded 
after-market prices of $100 per ticket,) So, if you missed them 
then, show up early to their Lolla set, 

Hultquist, one of the band's keyboardists and a Chicago-area 
native, spoke to RedEye about Passion Pit's rapid rise, learning to 
play to big crowds and what the iPhone could do for the group. 

You guys have experienced a pretty meteoric rise. How have you 
bandied it? 

We tried just to take it day-by-day, to not lose ourselves in it. 
We're humbled by anything {good] anyone ever says because 
we started this band for fun; we never expected anyone to like 
it or to listen to it. 


much passed around online. Same with us —we grew through 
word-of-mouth, blogs. It's kind of the new route that music is 
going these days. 

You mentioned that trend of eiectro-pop— what do you think is 
behind that? 

People got a little tired of standard rock format. It's not dead, 
there's stiU great new bands coming out and doing it. But peo- 
ple are looking for something new and different. That always 
happens. Things repeat themselves. 

The band hasa blog, you mostly update the Twitter feed— how else 
do you plan to capitalize on the Internet? 

Twitter, I think it's cool. It's fun to take time to post litde 
things, like we got delayed, our flight was canceled, our car 
breaks down. It's not like we're superstars: We're sitting there 
fixing the spare tire if something goes wrong. 

There's an iPhone app I know we're working on, I stiU don't 
get apps for bands, I have an iPhone, but that is something 
brand-new to me. It's like now, a 10 -year old would use the 
iPhone app as how to keep in touch with Passion Pit. 

You said in an earlier interview you saw Bonnaroo in 2004, and 
then Lolla in 2007. Now you’re playing those festivals. What’s it like 
to flip the script and be on the stage? 

It's incredible. You don't really realize it until it happens. On 
the first day of Bonnaroo, we got there really early, and they 
were stiU setting up. It was crazy, being in this huge place 
behind the scenes and seeing what it's actually like. You don't 
really know what to expect because you never imagined that 
you'd be there. It's definitely amazing.

Orange alert!

The scene: WeVe craved many things 
after a night at the club, A pancake 
flight is not one of them. But the lat- 
est version of Orange, which opened 
a couple of weeks ago at the intersec- 
tion of Halsted Street and Grand and 
Milwaukee Avenues, is banking on a 
hunch that someone out there is. 
Unlike its similarly brunch-focused 
siblings in Lakeview, Lincoln Park and 
Roscoe Village, the new Grand Avenue 
Orange keeps late-night hours, staying 
open until 4 a,m, Thursday-Saturday 
The intended audience is clear. Funky 
Buddha Lounge is right next door, 
with Butterfly Social Club just east. To 
the south, there’s Rednofive, 

Orange, which also opens at 
8 a,m, daily to serve a more traditional 
brunch crowd, takes on a different 
persona after dark. The lights go 
down in the retro, orange-hued dining 
room, and the music— mosdy hip-hop, 
danceable pop and club hits— goes 
up. The rules change too. Be prepared 
to prepay, and know that the BYOB 


policy ceases after 10 p,m. 

The cuisine: With the addition of 
this newest Orange, the entire quar- 
tet underwent a menu update. The 
most notable addition is a lineup of 
sandwiches, including a white ched- 
dar-mozzarella grilled cheese ($7,95), 
a Reuben ($9,95) and an open-face 
grilled veggie sandwich ($8,95), After 
4 p,m,, this location also serves more 
dinner items, including a pulled pork 
sandwich and fried chicken and waf- 
fles, plus bar snacks such as chili fries 
and bacon-and-avocado quesadillas. 
But if you’re serious about brunch— 
and if you’re seeking it past midnight, 
we’ll assume you are — sandwiches and 
fries seem like a cop out. Besides, all 
of your Orange favorites are still here, 
from whimsical savories like green 
eggs and ham (eggs scrambled with 
basil pesto, ham, tomatoes and mozza- 
rella, $8,95) to Orange’s amusing maki- 
and nigiri-shaped fresh-fruit-and-rice 
combo plates, a,k,a, frushi ($2,50 for 
one portion, additional servings $1,50), 
When it comes to sweet stuff. 



Orange takes a no-holds-barred 
approach, occasionally erring on the 
side of overkill. Our orange-rosemary 
French toast ($8,95), for example, 
was drowning in a cloying rosemary 
reduction that masked the best parts 
of the OJ-soaked toast. For some 
folks, though, jelly doughnut pancakes 
($8,95) or a whole flight of cakes might 
be just the thing after a night at the 
club. The best of the lot might be the 


cinnamon roll pancakes ($8,95), lightly 
spiced cakes with a layer of maple- 
pecan paste between them and sweet 
vanilla glaze on top. 

Are there better pancakes to be 
had? Of course. Just not at 3 a,m,, and 
not within stumbling distance of the 
dance floor,

The ultimate plan 

Obama’s personal health care better than your average Joe’s

WASHINGTON When President Obama said 
at a recent news conference he has the best 
health care in the world, he wasn’t exagger- 
ating. 

The White House medical unit with a 
current staff of four doctors and even more 
nurses and physicians’ assistants is just steps 
from his office, ready to provide free treat- 
ment to him and his family 

During the president’s travels, a doctor 
and nurse ride in a limousine in his motor- 
cade, and there’s also an emergency medical 
technician in an ambulance. 

Air Force One is stocked with equip- 
ment to rapidly assemble an on-board 
operating room. On overseas trips, two 
medical teams usually travel with the 
president, one on the plane and one pre- 
positioned on the ground so the presi- 
dent will always have a “rested” doctor 
and nurse at the ready. 

The first family receives VIP treatment at 


DID YOU KNOW? 

Much of the extraordinary medical 
support provided to the president and 
his family is related to protecting them if 
an attack occurs. The doctor and nurse 
who travel with the president’s motorcade 
are positioned just outside the “kill zone,” 
as close to him as possible while still far 
enough away to likely survive a bomb blast 
targeting the presidential limousine. 



military hospitals. And Obama has virtually 
instant access to medical specialists that few, 
if any, Americans could duplicate. 

“If the president comes to us this morn- 
ing with a mole on his cheek, a dermatolo- 
gist will be seeing him today,” said Dr. Rob 
Darling, a retired Navy captain who was a 
White House physician for President Bill 
Clinton. 

White House physicians provide free 
medical coverage for the first family and 
the vice president’s family, as well as urgent 


treatment to White House staff and visitors 
as needed. 

During the Clinton administration, a 
White House doctor and nurse typically 
traveled with the first lady when she went 
overseas separately from the president, 
though she did not have a medical team 
embedded in her everyday entourage as the 
president does. Darling said. A White House 
spokesman declined to describe the current 
arrangements for Michelle Obama. 

The personal physicians and access to 
military hospitals come on top of a choice 
of lo family health insurance options that 
Obama receives along with all other federal 
employees. 

White House spokesman Reid Cherlin 
declined to identify which health insurance 
plan the Obama family has chosen. But 
under the federal Blue Cross Blue Shield 
plan— the most popular among government 
employees— a doctor’s visit costs $20 and 
generic drugs are $10. 


Baseball branching out 
to bring in the big bucks

LOS ANGELES The full blaze of the midday sun 
shone on Dodger Stadium, and heat waves 
danced on the infield dirt. 

But the L. A. Dodgers weren’t poised to take 
the field. 

In fact, the only Dodger present was right 
fielder Andre Ethier, and he was sprawled on a 
yoga mat in pigeon pose. All around him, about 
100 fans were similarly contorted— having 
paid $100 a pop for the privilege. 

In the new world of sports marketing, it’s 
not always enough to sell game tickets or offer 
high-priced trips to Spring Training. With 
ticket sales down and corporate sponsorships 
shrinking, teams throughout professional 
sports are trading on the celebrity cachet of 
players, selling fans the opportunity to lunch, 
fish, cruise or even practice yoga with the 
stars. 

Some of the activities, like a recent 
Cincinnati Reds meet-and-greet, are for char- 
ity But teams are increasingly turning to spe- 
cial events to make money 

Fans can put in a day’s work as a grounds- 
keeper with the Detroit Tigers ($1,250) or 
kick back on a cruise to the Bahamas with the 
Philadelphia Phillies (up to $1,599). 

Football promotions include cruises with 
the Philadelphia Eagles (up to $6,000) and the 
San Diego Chargers. The L.A. Kings hockey 
team offered a four-day cruise to Mexico, and 
the Chicago Cubs are selling spaces on a trip to 
the Dominican Republic with players. 

Last week, for $99, the L.A. Angels of 
Anaheim offered kids a one-day baseball day 
camp that featured pitching lessons and auto- 
graphs. Like most Angels promotional events, 
proceeds went to charity 

“People love having that special access,” said 
Dennis Mannion, the Dodgers’ president and 
chief executive officer. 

In addition to the yoga session with Ethier, 
the team recently offered a fishing trip with 
pitchers Brent Leach and James McDonald. 
That brought in about $11,000. 

Mannion said events like these could even- 
tually bring in more money than tickets, 
concessions or parking. The three nights the 
team offered batting practice— in which fans 
could work on their swing under the stadium 
lights— brought in about $170,000. 

Players typically get paid for their appear- 
ances unless the event is for philanthropic pur- 
poses, a Dodgers spokeswoman said.
